Faced Fusion Opposition in Their 
Race for the Upper House 
Win Easily—Little Left 
of Third Party. 


In every county in the state yesterday 
elections were held for members of both 
houses of the state legislature. and the 
returns show that the net result gives the 
democracy practically unanimous control. 
In the last legislature there were seven 
populists, one republican ,and thirty-six 
democrats in the senate, ‘and thirty-one 
populists, four republicans and hun- 
dred and forty democrats in the house— 
making a total fusion minority on joint 
ballot of forty-three votes. This time 
there will not be a minority big enough 
to count. Of the thirty-two counties 
which the democrats lost in the 
election tWo years ago, fourteen have cer- 
tainly been redeemed, and the vote is so 
close in the others that an official count 
will be needed to determine tie résult. It 
is very doubtful, however, if the populists 
and republicans together carry a dozen 
counties in Georgia. 

Fusion has proven a most. disastrous 
failure. Wherever the populists combined 
with the negroes and republicans to defeat 
a democratic candidate for the legislature, 
the yote shows that they the 
element of their own party, and really 
helped the straight party candidate.

Washington, October 5.—Genera| Wheeler 
resumed his testimony before the war in- 
vestigating commission today. 

The examination the line of The

General Wheeler admitted that In many 
instanees there were men ill in their com- 
pany quarters. Often men not yery ill 
preferred not to go to the hospital, and 
the hospitals were too crowded to make 
room for them. Some time was spent on 
the charge that General Wheeler said that 
General Egan, chief commissary, had 
countermanded an order of his for sup- 
plies. This occurred, he suid, but it was 
due to a misconstru ‘tion of general orders. 

General Wheeler also explained the cir- 
cumstanees concerning the death of Pri- 
vate Hugh Parrott.

Fell on the Streets. 

General Wheeler said it was true that 
many soldiers would fall on tne streets. 
He thought that all of them had been 
weakened vy their experience in Cuba, 
and most of them had the germs of fever 
in them. It was not strange, therefore, if 
some of the men had fallen to the ground 
at Wikoff. 

The general took up a statement attrib- 
uted to Dr. Senn, concerning the sinks. 
He said the. sinks covered every 
hour with earth or lime. He had examin- 
ed the ground and found that the soil was 
not porous. He found that other 
physicians did not agree with Dr. Senn as 
to the dangeg from There was 
no outbreak. of fever such as Dr. Senn 
had predicted. Hence it was a false 
prophesy. He admitted also in reply to a 
charge attributed to Dr. Cyrus Edson, that 
a small percentage of the men in hos- 
pitals were without cots and were lying 
on the floor on August 3Jth. They were, 
however, supplied with beds and in no 
case was there complaint of this. “‘The 
fact was,’ he said, “that surgeons and the 
officers and men conducted themselves 
most heroically, and it is painful to me 
to.see the effort to make it appear that 
they were cumplaining when they were 
not. Dr, Edson had also predicted an in- 
crease of typhoid fever, but the predic- 
tion had mot been verified.” 

General Wheeler said he had seen ® 
statement from Dr. E. E. Smith to the 
effect that the drinking water was contaml- 
He had had an examination made 
not oniy by the surgeons, but by Colonel 
Smart, a noted expert, and they had in- 
formed him that the water Was pure. He 
considered the water supply adequate and 
pure, and that the water was well dis- 
tributed. While it had been considered 
very desirable to weed the sick out and 
send such as coulda go to the city hospital, 
he had cautioned the surgeons against 
sendirg men not able to leave, and had 
interfered to see that they were sent. 
He admitted that before the laundry was 
fixed there was a scarcity of clean linen 
for fever patients. He had encouraged 
the closest inspection from newspaper men 
and visitors.

Why There Was No Courtmartial. 

Mr. Howell asked why there had not 
been a court martial investigation of the 
charges against Dr, Tabor in the Parrott 
case, 

General Wheeler replied that he consid- 
ered, after the report made upon the case, 
the initiative of a court martial should be 
taken by the Washington authorities and 
not by himself. He also said in reply 
to a question from Captain Howell that 
he had encountered no obstacles in secur- 
ing such supplies as he had made requisi- 
tion for. He had heard of but one in- 
Stance in which a surgeon. had become 
intoxicated. The man was relieved from 
duty, but there wags no court martial, as 
it was impossibie to procure testimony 
bearing on the case. 

General Dodge asked the witness for a 
general expression of his opinion as to 
the conduct of the various bureaus of the 
War department. Replying, he praised the 
work of.all the supply departments, saying 
they were actuated by zeal and character- 
ized by intelligence. He found the medical 
department from General Sternberg down 
to be efficient and anxious to promote the 
best interests of his department. The same 
Was also true of the ordnance, commissary 
and other depertments. 


General Wheeler spoke of the mortality 


among the Spanish soldiers, saying that it 
Was quite ecu ail, to that among the Ameri- 
Can troops. 

General Boynton Talks. 

General H. V. Boynton took the stand 
in the afternoon. Since the 8th of July 
he had been on duty at Camp Thomas. 
Recently this especial duty had been that 
of looking after the water supply of that 
camp, and still more recently and at- pres- 
ent he was in command of the camp, 
Which was entirely within the limits of 
Chickamauga park. He thought 000 the 
largest number of troops that tad ever 
been quartered in the camp at any one 
time. 

General Boynton, in his capacity as a 
member of the park commission, had 
been familiar with the park for nine years, 
and said to General Beaver that it had 
always been considered gone of the most 
healthy spots in the country. There had 
never been a death in the park force and 
never a case of typhoid fever, though 300 
men ‘had been employed at one time on 
the roads. Out of 2,300 men employed on 
contract there were only seven deaths, 
and none of them were due to typhoid. 
He had examined the, statistics for the 
census: year of 1890 and had found that 
in the two counties in which the park is 
situated there had been only twelve cases 
of typhoid fever. The park is 650 to 700 
feet above the sea level and free from 
swamps. The whole park is underlaid by 
magnesian limestone, and it was from un- 
der this that most of the water is secured. 
There were three sources for the water 
supply. The first of these was a number 
of springs, the second the river and the 
third artesian wells. ‘There are thirty-six 
of these wells and there were nine when 
the camp site was selected. 

The five springs, so far as he knew, were 
inexhaustible and only one of them had 
been exhausted during the occupation of 
the camp by the troops. The wells were 
also apparentiy inexhaustible. In addi- 
tion to these 1,800,000 gallons were pumped 
every twenty-four ‘hours from the river, 
and this water distributed through the 
camp by means of pipes. The river water 
supply was not designated originally for 
drinking purposes, but for cooking, work- 
ing and other such uses. 

The stream was fed wholly by mountain 
springs. The river water had been analyzed 
four different times, three times chemical- 
ly and once within the iast two weeks 
bacteriologically. In each case it had been 
pronounced pure and entirely suitable for 
drinking and domestic purposes. e 

“It was impossible for the river water | 
to be contaminated. There were no towns | 
or villages above the camp to its source— 
not even a residence. No sewerage emptied 
into the stream. There were no sinks near- 
er the wells than 200 feet. The surface of 
the ground was an impervious clay and the 
wells were ali drilled through solid rock. 
It was therefore impossible for thé water 
to be contaminated from the sinks. The 
wells were cemented and there was no pos- 
sibility of pollution from the surface,” 

There Was Plenty Shade. 

In response to a query from Captain 
Howell, he said that the only typhoid fever 
in the camp was brought in from the out- 
side. The volunteers were located in the 
wooded portion of the park, but the wood 
was only sufficient for shade. It was nota 
dense forest and couid easily be penetrated 
by the sunshine. He had never heard of 
mildew forming in the camp on account of 
darkness. on 
General Boynton asserted that the camp 
Was not crowded;that the streets were about 
twenty feet wide, and that there was suf- 
ficient distamwe between the various regi- 
ments. 1. 

The sinks were from thirty to ninety feet 
from the tents and in some cases the kitch- 
ens were not farther than twenty feet from 
the sinks. Much of the kitchen offal was 
burned, but in other cases the offal was 
dumped into kitchen sinks and then at 
times it was hauled off and dumped in the 
woods, contrary to orders. Still men were 
obdurate about such matters and it was a 
difficult matter to properly police so exten- 
Five a camp. 9.) 

Typhoid fever in the camp did not excite 
serious attention until about the middle of 
July, when the cases averaged about 400 
cases among the 50,000 men. He said he had 
given especial attention to the hospital of 
the Second division of the Third corps, as 
it had received the éspecial attention of the 
able and influential sensational press. He 
had found that out of 2,462 cases of ill- 
ness in this hospital there had been only 
276 cases of typhoid fever. The fever had 
in all cases been of a mild character. 
A short time affer measles broke out 
in the camp the hospitals were crowded, 
though he did not think such had been 


the case at any other time. Prartically 
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on the sickness Was among volunteers. 
The regulars were not sick. 


Worse Than the Sutler. 


Asked if each regiment had a sgutler, 
General Boynton said: 

“They had something worse than a sut- 
ler; each one had a canteen.” He said 
that 372 car loads of beer had been sold 
in the camp. Captain Howell asked about 
whisky sales and General Boynten replied 
that it had been found difficult to entire- 
ly cut out the very sharp moonsyhiners 
from Captain Howell’s state. 

It was also a fact that Chattanooga 
Was a splendid town, but the saloons were 
open day and night, while on Sunday they 
were “closed on the outside and open on 
the. inside.’’ General Brooke’s orders al- 
lowed two men out of each company to 
visit Chattanooga per day, which would 

ermit the absence of about 1,200 men. 

e deprecated the fact that the army 
regulations permitted the «anteen sys- 
tem. He said he had never seen such 
efficiency in the supply departments of 
the army in the field as in the case of 
Camp Thomas. All the officials had work- 
ed day and night to render the system 
effective and had succeeded. The store- 
houses were so ful] toward the last as to 
render an overflow house necessary. Suf- 
ficient medicines were sent to Atlanta 
from Camp Thomas to supply fifty reg!- 
ments for a campaign. There was no lack 
of rations. and the rations were al) good. 
The variety was equal to that supplied 
by a family grocery. Each man ‘had a 
loaf of bread daily. Fresh meat was also 
supplied. 

Sometimes some of the meat was spoil- 
ed. but as a rule it was good. He be- 
lieved that there was more food left over 
every day than the army of the Cumber- 
land had for its entire Chattanooga cam- 
paign. 

Well Supplied with Food. 

“No army was ever so well supplied 
with food, and if the men did not know 
how to cook it, certainly Secretary Alger 
nor President McKinley, nor anyone in 
Washington ran be held responsible, paid 
the general with some emphasis. 

Most of the complaints were, he said, 
from the typhoid fever patients, who were 
of @ourse, kept on low rations as 4 medi- 
cal precaution. There was never any 
shortness of rations, the newspaper state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding.

Brunswick, Ga., October 5.—(Special.)— 
Martin Anderson, master of the steamer 
Hessi2, from Darien, reports cighty bodies 
found on Butler’s island.

Bridges Washed Away. 

Waycross, Ga; October 5.—(Special,)— 
Reports continue to come in from the storm 
stricken districts of this section. The 
latest information is that the bridges 
across the creeks were washed away and 
the wocds are so boggy that the sawmill 
and turpentine wagons have been unable 
to haul the products to tne manufacturing 
plants. A number of bridges in Way- 
cross and vicinity were washed away. The 
estimated damage to property in Waycross 
Will not exceed $5,000. The roads are im- 
passible in the country and it will be 
impossible to get election returns promptly 
from several precincts of the railroad,

Washington, October 5.—The administra- 
tion will recommend to congress the re- 
vival of the grade of admiral, and the 
promotion to that rank of Rear Admiral 
George Dewey, now in command of the 
Asiatic station. Secretary Long made this 
positive announcement today, that he in- 
tended to recommend the grade of admiral 
be revived, and that that rank be con- 
ferred on Rear Admiral Dewey. The pres- 
ident indorses this idea.

Henry Griffin Arrested After Five 
Years of Freedom. 
Greenville, S. C., October 5.—(Special.)— 
Henry Griffin, colored, has been arrested 
for killing another negro, Tite Carson. on 
the railroad below Greenwood, on March 
26th; 1890. Last night Griffin and some ne- 
gro women, while drunk, raised a d'sturb- 
ance in a negro settlement, and Griffin 
was arrested for disorderly conduct 
‘olicemen Hatcher and McVarrell. Chief 
Kennedy and his men suspected that he 
was the slayer of Carson, and this morn- 
ing Sheriff Nance, of Abbeville county, 
was communicated with. Deputy Nance 
came here and took Griffin to Abbeville 
this afternoon. When thea crime was 
committed the scene was in Abbeville 
county, but is now in the new Greenwood 
county, and the case will be transferred. 
Sheriff Mann was in office in Abbeville 
then. After Deputy Nance arrived Griffin 
confessed that Carson was making for 
him with a big knife. when he shot Car- 
son’s brains out with a double-barreled 
shotgun. For five years the negro. has 
lived on Pinkney McBee’s place with his 
family, sand this year has a good crop. 
Previously he worked with Joe D. Charles, 
and has not been further than this from 

Abbeville. 


LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


The Stockholders Hold Their Forty- 
Seventh Annual Meeting. 
Louisville, Ky., October 5.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad called to order 
at noon today the forty-seventh annual re- 
port of the board of directors for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1898, wag submitted. 
The report shoa@s that the road owns 2,638.53 
miles of track and operates 5,028.34 miles. 
No change has been made in the capital 
stock, which remains at $55,000,000. The 
bonded indebtedness is now $110,389,660, an 

increase Of $16,869,000

The Probable Course of the 
Paris Negotiations, 


TF SPANIARDS: ARE SINCERE 


There Will Be No Effort To Force 
Early Actlon, 


IF THEY ARE PLAYING FOR TIME 


Our Commissioners Will Be Promptly 
Recalled and the Dons Will Be 
Forced to the Worst 
Alternative Pos- 
sible. 


Washington, October 5.—It can be stated 
On authority that various stories published 
relating to the work of the peace com- 
mission now in Paris, whenever they as- 
sume to indicate a failure of negotiations, 
a renewal of hostilities and the dispatch 
of a naval force to the Spanish coast, are 
purely speculative. 

As a matter of fact, the commission has 
progressed so far with its work as 
to warrant the attempt to a conclusion 
ag to the outcome. It is not even possible 
to predict the length of the session with 
any accuracy. The proceedings may last 
one month or three. That will depend en- 
“tirely upon the view taken by the Ameri- 
can commissioners of the situation § in 
Paris,

| What Will Be Done. 

If they are convinced that the negotia- 
tions are being conducted with sincerity on 
the part of the Spanish commission, there 
will be no effort made to force them be- 
yond reason, But if it should appear that 
the Spanish position is not subject to 
change and is irreconcilable with the Amer- 
ican demands, and the Spanish knowing 
this, they are simply prolonging the pro- 
ceedings, our commissioners are likely to 
be promptly recalled. The Spanish 
ernment is now fully informed through its 
commissioners of the extent of American 
demands. Whether these are absolute and 
not subject to abatement cannot be ascer- 
tained here, for the responsible officials 
declare that it would be extremely bad 
policy to. make any admisston on this 
point. But the impression in official cir- 
cles is that the conditions are absolute 
in their general scope; yet there may be 
opportunity, for slight amendments in the 
matter of details. 

Admiral Dewey’s Advice. 

As to these details, Admiral Dewey is 
one of the most trusted counselors of the 
American commissioners. Such informa- 
tion as he has been abie to coliect has al- 
ready been mailed to the commissioners 
and in addition the authorities have ca- 
bled certain extracts from thé admiral’s 
observations which are believed ta be of 
Special importance just now. It is believed 
that with his usual modesty the officer has 
refrained from expressing any opinion 
upon the very essential points as to the 
extent of the <A:nerican demands in the 
matter of territory in the Philippines. He 
has not directly suggested that the whole 
group be taken, nor that our claim be 
limited to Manila bay and the contiguous 
telritory, but he has ¢all2d attention to 
one very important consideration which 
has seemed to escape general observation 
up to this time and whicom has been laid 
before the American commissioners. That 
is, that with all the advantages in a 
commercial way possessed by Manila, the 
place ig indefersible unless Subig bay be 
aiso held by the United States. 

This particular bay is on the whole re- 
garded as being superior strategic point of 
view to Manila bay and the Spanish gov- 
ernment has evidently been of the same 
mind, for before the outbreak of hostilities 
it was about to embark upon an extensive 
scheme of defensive works in Subig bay. 

Conferring with Merritt. 

Paris, October 5.—The United States peace 
commission meets from 10 a. m. tol p. m. 
The commissioners continued the confer- 
ence. with Major General Merritt and prac- 
tically concluded an extended canvass of 
the Philippine situation, 

Nothing could be learned as to whether 
the genera: or admiral had recommended 
the retention or the evacuation of the Phil- 
ippines by the American forces. But it de- 
veloped that Admiral Dewey handed Gen- 
eral Merritt a communication getting forth 
his judgment on the subject and that the 
general submitted this to the commission, 
with reports from the American military of- 
ficers at Manila touching on the condition 
prevailing in the islands. 

General Merritt coneluded with a decla- 
ration of his judgment in the matter, and 
it may be said that he arrived in Paris 
hoping the United States commission would 
press for the possession of the Philippine 
archipelago. a) 

It is also true that the disposition of 
the troops in the Philippine islands before 
General Merritt's departure was such, and 
was so ordered as to warrant.the view 
that a large or complete holding of the 
Philippines by the United States was con- 
templated. 3, 

Two Spanish etenographers will arrive 
here from Madrid on Thursday, their pres- 
ence having been requested by Senor Mon- 
tero. Rios, who, in addition to being presi- 
dent of the Spanish peace commission, is 
also president of the Spanish senate.

His son is the inventor of an axle or bear- 
ing for wagons, vehicles of all kinds, or 
machinery, which is a novelty of genius. It 
takes up all lost motion as soon as it be- 
comes apparent, always presents a new 
surface to wear, Keeps out all grit, dust or 
dirt, and will, practically, never wear out. 
He ‘has been offered a large sum in cash for 
his patent, but refused, and intends at an 
early date to make a tour of the large 
vehicle and machinery manufacturing con- 
cerns of the north and west and sell the 
right to use his patent on their products.

The remains were discovered by Herman 
Alwelse and Lattie Piper, man and maid 
servants, respectively, of the young man, 
who occupied a suit of apartments on the 
fifth floor of the fashionable West End 
hotel. From its condition, the body must 
have been-in the tub for some time. The 
hotel people were immediately notified and 
corcner took charge of the remains 
for the purpose of learning the cause of 
death. The countess of Dunmore, who is 
stopping with triends in this city, is an 
aunt of the dead man. She was notified 
of his death, but as her whereabouts are 
kept a secret, nothing could be learned 
from her concerning Mr.- Strutt. She at- 
tended the Veiled Prophet's ball last night. 

Deceased came to this city August ‘15th 
and took apartments at the hotel where 
he died. He was here apparently on a4 
pleasure and sight-seeing tour. 

A prominent citizen, with whom the de- 
ceased dined recently, is of the opinion 
that Mr. Strutt died of heart disease. The 
man, he said, was traveling for his health,

and he thinks the shqck received in taking } 


a cold bath had a fatal effect. 

Lord Belpr is a brother of Whe countess 
of Dunmore. 

Dr. John W. Vaughn, who was called to 
view the remains, found them swollen and 
the features distorted, but nothing was 
discovered to indicate that death came by 
other than natural means. 

The éountess of Dunmore, who is a 
dauggter of the earl of Leicester, was 
found at the home of Mrs, Hinman Clark, 
4422 West Morgan street, where she is a 
guest with Lady Dunmore and the latter’s 
two daughters, Victoria and Mildred. She 
was much shocked over the sad news and 
stated positively that the young man could 
not have committed suicide. Mr. Strutt, 
the countess said, was subject to fainting 
spells, and it was in one of these, she 
thinks, that he was attacked when in 
the water, causing him to sink under and 
drown. 

Countess Dunmore said that Lord Belpr 
had been notified of the sad event by tele- 
graph and would start for this city immée- 
diately. She said that the whole party 
would go to England on October 20th and 
take the remains with them. Deputy Cor- 
oner Lloyd ordered Dr. Neitert to hold a 


post mortem examination on the body of 
Mr, Strutt. 

The autopsy revealed the fact that Mr. 
Strutt’s lungs were full of water and that 
he had drowned in the bathtub. Nothing 
Was shown to indicate that he had taken 
his own life.

Storm Ruined What “Was Left After 


the Accident. 

Macon, Ga., October §.—(Special.)—The 
steanfer City of Macon, the boat that was 
built by the Macon Navigation. Company 
to ply the Ocmulgee between Macomand 
Brunswick, is a complete loss, so a gentle- 
man from Brunswick states. The Constitu- 
tion stated a few days ago that the boat 
had sunk. but full particulars of the loss 
wete not ascertained until today. President 
Smith, of the Macon Navigation Company, 
went to Brunswick to look into the matter, 
The gentleman from Brunswick said today: 
“Mr. ° Smith and myself went to the 
scene of the wreck Saturday morning and 
we found that the boat was turned bottom 
side up and that the boilers were gone. 
Mr. Smith, as well as myself, was surprised 
at the condition of the boat as we both 
had heard that it could be easily raised. 
None of the cargo Was saved except 125 
boxeg of soap which was. picked up by 
the steamer Hessie. That was carried to 
the Mallory line dock and in four. hours 
after the warehouse was ten feet deep in 
water and the cargo was ruined. 

“I do not think that there is a dollars 
worth of the boat left and it is impossible 
to raise it. The place in which the wreck 
occurred is one of the most dangerous 
places. around Brunswick as the current 
there is very strong.

The result attained by the election of 
yesterday in Georgia fully sustains all 
that was claimed by The Constitution in 
the opening days of the campaign.

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The Episcopal Convention. 

The triennial convention of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church of the Unitéd 
States is now in session in Washington, 
D. C.; and, judging from the volume of 
business which is scheduled to come up 
before it, some three weeks at feast 
will be occupied in its deliberations. 

On account of the long period of time 
intervening between the stated assem- 
blies of the church protracted sessions 
are almost inevitable. Ordinarily, con- 
siderable business accumulates in three 
years. 

Unlike most conventions, ecclesiastical 
or secular, the triennial convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal church of the 
United States is divided into two 
branches, viz, the house of bishops and 
the house of deputies. The former is 
composed of the various bishops presid- 
ing over the dioceses of the church, and 
the latter is composed of the various 
delegates, lay and clerical, specially ap- 
pointed from the dioceses to attend the 
convention. There are fifty-eight dio- 
ceses in the Protestant Episcopal church 
of the United) States. Also there are 
twenty-one _‘missionary jurisdictions 
which have representation of some kind 
in the convention. Altogether, there 
are 580 delegates attending the ;conven- 
tion in Washington, D. C. 

To give some idea of the distinguished 
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personnel and character of the conven- 
tion, aside from that imparted to it by 
the presence of the bishops, the ¢onven- 
tion this year contains such distin- 
guished lay delegates as ex-Governor R. 
B.. Bullock, of Georgia; ex-Senator George 
F. Edmunds, of Vermont; Chief Justice 
Melville W. Fuller, of the United States 
supreme court; J, Pierpont Morgan, the 
distinguished New York banker, and Jus- 
tice Charles Andrews, of the supreme 
court of New York. Since the character 
of the business which comes up before 
the triennial convention of the church 
is of such vital and paramount impor- 
tance to the interests of the church, it 
is customary for the ablest men to be 
sent to these conventions; and without 
being in the least invidious, we may say 
that there are few conventions, eccle- 
siastical or secular, which measure up to 
the intellectual standard of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church of the United 
States. 

Among the many important matters to 
come up before the convention will be 
the proposition to revise the canons of 
the church, especially the canon on di- 
vorce. At present the church grants di- 
vorces in certain extreme cases and per- 
mits only the innocent party in each 
case to contract marriage the second 
time; but there is strong opposition in 
the church to allowing either party this 
privilege. What the outcome of the dis- 
cussion will be it igs difficult to foreshad- 
ow. The annexation of Hawaii to the 
United States brings about certain prob- 
lems relating to the church in that ar- 
chipelago which will have to be solved, 
and the proposition to organize the mis- 
sionary field’ in Brazil into a separate 
diocese will also come up. Also, bishops 
are to be elected for the missionary 
jurisdictions of North Dakota, Wyo- 
ming, Idaho and North California, 

While the Protestant Episcopal church 
of the United States is one of the small- 
est of the great evangelical denomina- 
tions, it nevertheless owns considerable 
wealth. ‘With only 600,000 members and 
5,800 ehurches, it owns property to the 
value of $81,220,317, which is more than 
half of that owned by the ‘Methodists 
with 5,121,636 members and 53,457 
churches, or by the Baptists with 3,785,- 
470 members and 44,707 churches. Wide- 
spread interest will attach to the delib- 
erations of the convention which is now 
in session. 


Religion Is Not Declining. 

If the sensational declaration made 
last Sunday in New York by Dr. Ben- 
jamin F. DeCosta, rector of the Church 
of St. John, the evangelist, is warranted 
even in the slightest degree by the facts 
it follows that the status of religion in 
the United States is most deplorable. 
Of course it is possible that the worthy 
diving may not be correctly reported, 
and we trust for the sake of the cause 
which is so vital to our civilization that 


‘such may be the case; but he is credited 


with saying that infidelity has become 
so rampant of late years that it begins 
to look as though the organized efforts 
of Christian denominations to evangel- 
ize the country were hopeless. In other 
words, he is credited with saying in 
effect that religion is dying out in the 
United States. 

We reproduce this remarkable _ utter- 
ance not for the purpose of giving it cir- 
culation, but for the purpose of denying 
it in toto. We do not believe that re- 
ligion is dyimg’out in the United States, 
but on the contrary we believe that the 
most reliable signs of the times distinct- 
ly point to its healthy growth. Without 
undertaking to deny that infidelity is 
rampant or that the forces of evil are 
more persistently at work than ever in 
the land, we nevertheless feel assured. 
that such opposition to the spread of 
religion may be due to aggressiveness 
rather than to relaxation on the part of 
Christian denominations. Within cer- 
tain limits opposition begets opposition; 
and, therefore, it is perfectly fair to con- 
clude that the intensity with which re 
ligion is assailed at the present time may 
be due to the intensity with which re- 
ligion is performing its work in the 
world. There can be no denial of the 
fact that there are vastly more people 
outside of the church than there are in- 
side of the church even in this country, 
which igs nominally Christian; but sta- 
tistics show that the membership of the 
church in the United States was never 
greater than it is at the present time. 
Ought not this to encourage the faith- 
ful men and women in this country who 
are bearing upon their shoulders the 
work of the church and who are look- 
ing forward with such devout eagerness 
to the ultimate fruition of the labors in 
which they are engaged? We most earn- 
estly commend to the rector of the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist the 
wisdom of looking at the other 
side of the picture. Doleful mis- 
givings do not become the  pul- 
pit, which is sacred to the gospel of 
hopefulness and of faith. Ministers who 
interpret their Bibles aright and who 
preach the gospel in its purity may yield 
to momentary fits of depression when 
they look out with aching hearts upon 
the waywardness of the world, but they 
cannot doubt the ultimate triumph of 
that great cause of which they are evan- 
gels. 

In the same ‘issue of the New York 
paper which contains the report of the 
sermon of Dr. DeCosta we note that 
three churches were dedicated to God in 
New York last Sunday, while two cor- 
nerstones of two others were laid in that 
city at the same time. Presumably the 
exercises in connection with these events 
occurred while the rector of the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist was preaching 
the sermon which we have just review- 
ed: but while he was pointing in one 
direction, they were pointing in another. 
We are of the opinion that when the 
status of religion throughout the coun- 
try is calmly and soberly considered it 
will be found that there is more room 
for gratification than for complaint. In 
almost every age of the world the wail 
has been heard that religion was dying 
out. When the Man of Galilee was cru- 
cified in the presence of the assembled 
multitudes, it was declared that the gos- 
pel which He preached could not long 
survive Him; and again when the great 
apostle of the gentiles surrendered His 
life upon the altar of martyrdom it was 
thought that the cause of the world’s 
evangelization was doomed forever. 
But. in spite of these prophecies, and in 
spite of ridicule opposition and contempt, 
the religion of the gospel has serenely 
braved the vicissitudes of the centuries, 
nor is it destined to finish its divine 
work until the influence of Calvary per- 
meates every land and the whole world 
kneels within the shadow of the uplifted 
cross.

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Cotton.

The bureau of statistics of the treasury 
departmem, has been at work compiling 
a table of cotton statistics in order to find 
not the real but a plausible reason for 
the decline in price in the past quarter of 
a@ century. 

The figures show that in 1872 the United 
States produced 1,384,084,4%4 pounds, with 
an average price of 22.19 cents a pound, 
and in 1898 a crop of 5,667,372,051 pounds, 
with an average price of 6.23 cents a 
pound. That production had increased 
more than four fold and prices were a 
little more than a fourth those of twen- 
ty-five years ago. That in 1872 we pro- 
duced 70 per cent of the world’s crop and 
85 per cent in 1898. The main point sought 
to be made is that the world’s increased 


| production, the increase coming in great 


part from the United States, has outrun 
the world’s cOnsumptive demand out of 
all proportion and that the fall in prices 
is logically and wholly due to the legiti- 
mate operation of the law of supply and 
demand. 

As to our own 
of Europe, it would 
by two things, 


and that 
be governed wholly 
increased population and 
the relative prosperity in the regions 
named. There has been no new fiber 
or textile product to interfere with the 
ordinary demand for cotton and no change 
in its relative demand for clothing and 
Other uSes. 

But in the meantime a great part of the 
world in Asia, containing more poputation 
than all Europe and the United States 
combined,, which, twenty-five years ago 
was practically walled off from the world’s 
trade, has been opened, and as a matter 
of fact, China, Japan and southern Asia 
east of India, and [India itself, are coun- 
tries where cotton wil) make clothing not 
only for inner but for outer wear. Why 
has not the opening of that country to the 
world’s commerce brought about a nat- 
ural demand? For the simple reason that 
that country works and earns, as of old, 
on a silver basis. It must pay either for 
raw or for manufactured cotton on a gold 
basis, and its possible purchasing and im- 
port power is cut in half in figures and 
more than cut in half in fact. In haiving 
the purchasing. power of the dollar in 
China and in al) silver using countries, 
we have cut down their importing power 
and raised a barrier of our own creation 
against our export to them as efficient as 
the old barrier that these countries had 
abolished: ,

# HELD UP BY SOLDIERS. 


A Passenger Train Taken Possession 
by Drunken Soldiers. 

Little Rock, Ark., October 5.—This morn- 
ing, as Cotton Belt train No. I. south- 
bound, in charge of Conductor Graham, 
was a short distance out of Jonesboro. it 
was held up in a most unusual and unique 
manner. The particulars of the hold-up 
are as follows: 

Aboard the train coming out of Cairo 
were a large number of Texas volunteer 
soldiers from Jacksonville, Fla., on their 
way to their homes. They were recently 
mustered out at Jacksonville and in order 
to get home had to go via Cairo, and from 
that point south on the Cotton Belt. Two 
of the soldier boys, named W. B. Ryan, 
from Louisiana, and Sam Culberson, a 
nephew of Governor Culberson, of Texas, 
were under the influence of lquor. In 
some manner one of the boys dropped a 
pistol while the train was running at high 
speed. The conductor was requested to 
Stop the train so the weapon might be 
found. He refused and the train sped on. 
At the next stopping point the soldiers 
surrounded the engineer and conductor, 
and covering them. with ‘revolvers, com- 
pelled them to back the train. They were 
forced to return a distance of seven miles. 
When the boys were satisfied they turned 
the train over to the conductor and engi- 
neer and it proceeded on its way. At 
Brinkley the soldiers were arrested and 
placed in jail. As the train carried United 
States mail the charge against the volun- 
teers is a serious one. 


Fire in Clarkesville, Tenn. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 5.—One of the 
most destructive fires in years occurred in 
Clarkesville at 1:30 a, m. today, burning the 
Grange tobacco warehouse, the Louisvile 
and Nashville railroad freight depots, Gra-

tenement houses. ‘The entire loss is esti- 
mated at half a million dollars. It is not 
known how the fire originated, but it is be- 
lieved to be the work of incendiaries.

Washington, October 5.—With impressive 
ceremonies the triennial council of the 
Protestant. Episcopal Church of the lI nited 
States opened at ll o'clock this morning 
at that old landmark of Episcopal worship 
at the national capital, Epiphany ehureh. 
The sessions beginning today have a far- 
reaching interest and importance to the 
Episcopal organization of the country and 
indeed to the church world at large, for 
aside from the distinguished personnel of 
the bishops, clergymen and laymen, the 
subjects which will engage the attention 
of the two government bodies of the church 
have a present and vital interest to the 
church in general and to the Episcopal 
church in particular. 

A great concourse of people gathered for 
the opening services, far exceeding 
capacity of the chureh and overflowing into 
the adjacent street. Conspicuous in the 
throng were the silver-haired, black-garbed 
bishops, forming the house of bishops, the 
chief governing body of the church. The 
actual] participants in the cfuncil, including

Inside the chancel were arranged the seats 
of the bishops. Immediately in front of 
the chancel were the seats of the sur- 
piiced choir of fifty-five voices, while the 
body of the church was occupied by the 
clergy and laity, a few pews still remaining 
for the eager crowd.

WHERE IS THE EMPEROR? 


There Seems To Be a Good Deal of Mys- 
tery as to His Whereabouts.

Cuban “Cook ing. 


. New York Sun. 
Te ech has been said about the starva- 
tion of the reconcentrados and the hunger 
of the Cuban army that the name of Cuba 
is not apt to awaken in the American 
mind epicurean visions of dainty dishes. 
It should be otherwise. What is really 
incomprehensible to people who have lived 
in Cuba, notwithstanding the only too 
stern reality, is that death from starva- 
tion should be possible in a country 50 
richly endowed by. nature, 

The Cubans in normal times 
perhaps too well; they are gourmets, and, 
as a people, are lavishly extravagant on 
their table. The inner man is catered to 
in preference to the outer. It seems al- 
most as if the tropical sun created a crav- 
ing for food with which to balance the 
losses occasioned by the extreme heat. 
Meals are served as they are in Europe, 
on the continent—that is, coffee or choco- 
late and rolis in the morning, a substantial 
breakfast at noon, and dinner in the even- 
ing. As the afternoons are long and hot, 
Some cooling drink is generally taken at 
about 3 o’clock. 

The chief defect of the Cuban diet is an 
excessive consumption of meat and rich 
Sauces: but. this fault, Iike most others, 
is an inheritance from Spain, which 
nized the island and laid the foundation 
of its cookery, just as England did of the 
American cookery. The Spanish cuisine is 
strong and repulsive to American palates 
—recking with oil, garlic, onions and 
pepper. These ingredients are by no means 
to be despised, but they should not be 
abused. and in the Cuban kitchen they 
are employed with moderation.

Among the 
middle are found a number of 
purely creole dishes, the most characteris- 
tic of which is the ajiaco, an evolution of 
the Spanish olla podrida. The Spanish es- 
timate of this preparation is shown by the 
adage, “After God, the olla!’ It is a kind 
of soup or stew into whose composition 
enters a little of everything. To 
you require beef, veal, ham, salt 
sausage (chcrizo), onions, garlic, 
leaves, cioves, cumin, wild marjoram, 
tatoes, cabbage, carrots, turnips, parsley, 
string beans and garbanzos—all boiled to- 
gether. A word about the garbanzo. It is 
known in the south the chick pea and 
is the typical grain of Spain, and the home 
of the bull fighter is called the “land of 
the garbanzos.’’ As for the ajiaco, it is

The Atlanta local agents have decided 
that there are too many companies doing 
fire insurance business in the city and have 
conferred together and agreed to urge 
upon the candidates for election to council, 
the necessity of increasing the license tax 
to $200 for each company instead of $50, as 
now fixed by the city ordinance. To this, the 
companies and the managers strongly ob- 
ject, saying that the city is practically 
committed to the $50 license now requiréd 
in view of the very low rating given. AS 
has been often stated, Atlanta and Rich- 
mond, Va., are the lowest rated cities in 
the entire south. In fact, the published 
figures taken from the sworn returns of 
companies show that the rates during the 
last two years have becn so low that the 
permium income of the companies has 
falien off on an average of about $0,000 per 
annum, In other words, the actual savings 
to the people have been for the past two 
years -over $50,000. The managers say that 
necessarily, if the license tax is increased 
against insurance companies, the rates will

ROOM FOR SHARP TWIST. 


Industrials Have Been Most Slaugh- 
tered and Oversold. 


The railway list was without life or at- 
tention Monday, barely holding its own un- 
til the last hour. But the industrials were 
watched with increasing imterest ana. as 
the day wore on and they maintained tlreir 
recoveries and made additional giins, the 
belief became general that the biz job o? 
covering shorta in the stocks which had 
been most recklessly solid would make a 
market that would bring covering as we.l 
in the moderately sold grangers. Pacifics 
and railway stocks gemerally, and in the 
last hour these stocks made some advanves 
and induced the belief that the general 
market had seen bottom for the time being 
and that considerably higher prices wouid 
result from a general evening up.

There is room for a very sharp twist in 
the industrials.

With the first 
halt there may well come a t¢mporary 
lively ecramble to get out in the stocks in 
which the greatest short interest exists and 
there may be some lively markiny u;. It 
does mot follow, however, thai it will be a 
sustained upturn. 

In the railway l|’st there has beer com- 
paratively little liquidation or short seeding 
and there is not, therefore, the founuation 
for so sharp and wide a fluctuation upwaru. 
Indeed, in view of the pciitical situation. 
the possibilities of complications at Waris 
and the very great upse:iing-of affairs that 
the market has just gone through, it is not 
improbable that advantage will be taken of 
the short flurry in the industrials to unload 
in some of the railway stocks, to await a 
season when a number of matters have 
been settled before beginning a-new bull 
campaign.

Prime’s- Weekly Crop Letter. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, October 5.—The last four days 
of September gave us very high degrees of 
temperature; in fact, almost as high as any 
that we have had during the past summer. 
A change took place on the #th uit., when 
we experienced a decidedly lower degree 
of temperature and more or tess showers, 
and the month of October comes to us With 
a generai fall of temperattre all over the 
West and northwest. , 

‘e could hardly have made much better 
weather during September than we expe- 
diencea ; 

We made unusually active progress with 
Winter wheat seeding. Wuring the month 
of August and the earty days of September 
the great bulk of the area for winter wheat 
was prepared and when September came 
ail things were ready. 

Probably you will recall the fact that 
during September in 1897 we made very lit- 
tle progress with plowing and practically 
none with seeding. 

Today from the length and breadth o? 
the winter wheat belt comes up the tale 
that the crop has been very largely seeded, 
and that it is making an excellent stand 
and could not be doing much better. Vea 
were fearful this week that the intense 
heat might have the tendeney to develop 
insect life in the shape of Hessian fly, and 
we have had scattered reports to that ef- 
fect, but the cold weather and rains of the 
last forty-eight hours will put a stop to 
any such development. 

Of course the question of acreage of. win- 
ter wheat is now the all important one. 
I’rom reports so far received, I eonclude 
that,a full acreage has been put in. The 
low price of seed has worked rather for a 
fu:l acreage than against it. 

We have no reserves of old wheat and 
a very light movement still of the new 
crop, and there is nothing in the situation 
that shows that farmers are going to in- 
crease their deliveries for the next ninety 
days at least. 

The month of September was a phenom- 
enal month for the good of the eorn crop 
and we have come to the Ist of October 
without any frost and with very little indi- 
cations today of an early one. 

Of course there is more or less corn ev- 
ery season. which, no matter how late the 
frost comes. never ripens. So it will be 
with this season, but the great bulk of the 
corn crop has now fully matured. 1 still 
adhere to the po:'tion that the crcp is one 
£0 varied in quantity and quality that it fs 
almost an impossibility to approximate its 
total vield. As to quality, there can be 
very little discussion. The hot weather of 
July forced the corn so rapidly that ft had 
the tendeney to shorten up the ears and 
prevent the kernels from filling as they 
ought to. Every season we have more or 
less corn blown down, which puts the crop 
in very bad cordition to gather. This sea- 
son that is the case in aimost every state 
in, the. corn belt. 

Corn will not fit to gather for .some 
time vet-and will have to be very carefully 
sorted to preserve it in the crib. 

Farmers have been selling their old corn 
quite freely during September, but I do 
not think the month of October will see as 
large receints as we have seen during the 
month which is fust passed. 

T 9m looking for the largest passeneer 
trafie our western railroads have done 
during the whole year of 1898. State fairs. 
jubilees and general desire to travel, and 
with plenty of money in the farmers’ hands 
they, I think. will use it very freely in the 
direction indicated.

THE BOARD CONSISTING OF COLO- 
nel Simpson, Colone] Cleary and Major 
Davis, of the department of the gulf, ap- 
pointed some days ago by direction of 
Adjutant General Corbin to estimate the 
Cost and determine the amount of work 
required to put the buildings of Piedmont 
park into proper condition for the recep- 
tion of troops, ‘has completed its labors 
and the report has been forwarded to the 
War department at Washington. The na- 
ture of the report has not been made 
Public, but it is stated by a member of 
the board yesterday that the work nec- 
essary to put the buildings and the grounds 
in proper shape for the reception of troops 
would require two or three weeks 
considerable expenditure of money 
that no soldiers would be sent to 
camp before everything was in good con- 
dition, 


The board appointed to estimate the cost 
of improvements on the buildings con- 
sisted of the same members as that first 
appointed by General Pennington to es- 
timate the capacity of the park for the 
encampment of troops, and the members 
were thoroughly acquainted with the work 
before them Every building on _ the 
€rounds owned by the exposition company 
Was inspected by the board last week and 
recommendations on the necessary im- 
provements made on each. 

It is believed at the department of the 
gulf that the war department will author- 
ize the work of improvements on the build- 
ings to begin as soon as the Seqg@nd Geor- 
gia regiment hag been mustered out of 
the service. The regiment will break camp 
at Piedmont park before the last of this 
week and then it is thought fhe buildings 
will be given a thorough overhauling and

One of the few “little stories of the 
war” that escaped The Constitution's gift- 
ed war correspondent was told by Captain 
“Bunch” McBee, when he was down here 
a few days ago from Portsmouth.

He said that he was 
in Washington a few days before he came 
down to Atlanta and while there he called 
on General Matt Butler. 

General Butler, like General Joe Wheeler, 
was a general in the confederate army, 
but when this country declared war 
against Spain President McKinley’ ap- 
pointed him a major general] in the United 
States army. A number of men who had 
served under General Butler in the con- 
federate army volunteered when they 
learned that he had been commissioned 
by the president. Among these was a 
man named Shaw, who had been in the 
First North Carolina regiment under Colo- 
nel A. B. Andrews, noW first vice presi- 
dent of the Southern railway. Shaw did 
not want to carry a gun, being a little 
too old for that kin@ of duty, and he got 
a place as master of wagons. He had been 
a scout in the confederate service under 
Andrews and Butler, and ever since the 
war he had foliowed the political fortunes 
of General Butler faithfully. 

During Captain McBee’s call on Gen- 
eral Butler, Shaw called-and sent in word 
that he wished to see the general on im- 
portant business. He was yshered in.

It Is Estimated That 300,000 Bales 
Were Destroyed. | 


WIND AND RAIN BEAT IT OUT 


The Loss Will Run Up to $5,000,000 
in Georgia—Many Farmers Suf- 
fer Heavily. 


Reports received yesterday from middle 
and south Georgia indicated that the 
storm of Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
was disastrous to the cotton crop The 
continued wind an@ the driving rain beat 
out the open cotton and ruined it. 

Professor Glenn, state school commis- 
sioner, came up from Macon yesterday, 
and he said that he met a number of 
farmers on the train who told him that 
the loss would reach between 200,000 and 
300,000 bales in this state, or a money loss 
equal to $5,000,000. 

Mr. Joe Q. Ellis, a planter of Dooly 
county, stated that last Saturday he had 
100 bales of cotton open and ready to pick. 
Every bit of it had been whipped out, he 
said, and he declared that he would not 
get one bale, 

Other farmers made similar statements. 

There was no top crop this year. This 
year the wet weather caused the top cot- 
ton to shed. Last year there was a full 
crop of the cotton, 

Senator A. O. Bacon came up yesterday. 
He had been down in Telfair county, and 
he said that around McRae the loss was 
immense, and that it was a sad picture 
to see fields utterly bare and desolate, 
which a few days before were white with 
the ripened staple. 

‘It is very sad,’’ sald Professor Glenn, 
‘to think of this visitation and to reflect 
on the suffering it must cause. The only 
Set-off to it is the fine hay crop and the 
large number of hogs raised this year by 
our farmers. This has been a@ great year 
for hay, and some of our farmers have 
told me that they will make more money 
this year than ever before just on hay. 
Many a farmer will try something else 
next year, an@ not depend entirely on 
cotton,’’

HARDLY PAYS FOR PICKING. 


Some Farmers Will Leave the Rest of 
Their Crop in the Field. 

Some farmers in the state have stopped 
picking cotton on account of the low price. 
They say that labor is very scarce and be- 
sides it hardly pays to pick and gin and 
haul it out. 

In some sections of the state the tonants 
have turned over their crops to the mer- 
chants or to their 'andlords for the money 
and supplies advanced. 

It costs at 35 cents per 100 pounds abdcut 
$5.25 te vick enough secd cotton to make 
a bale. The ginning amounts to $3 7, 
making a total of $3. The bale is worth 
$22.50 and the seed is worth about $3.0, 
making the total $26. -_Deduct from this $9 
for picking and ginning and there is $17 
with which to pay for the fertilizer and the 
making of the crop, an amount entirely jin- 
adequate. 

The farmers of Georgia have made more 
hay this year than ever before and more 
wheat was raised than usual.

These tickets are for persons in straitened 
circumstances. The chaplain is largely en- 
gaged in charitable work, 

Rev. John Brunton was for thirty years 
a conductor and engineer.
